TORN TO PIECES 
AT WHITE HOUSE 


Crowd Resents Insult 
to President by 
Suffragists.

Such were the settings when an angry 
mob, headed’ by Walter 8. Timmis, a 
New York architect and engineer, made 
a dash for a ten foot banner, carried by 
two suffragist “‘pickets,”” on which was 
inseribed a legend defamatory of Presi- 
dent Wilson, tore it to shreds and then 
went their way. Two women bore the 
banner, which was ten feet long and 
three feet wide, on which was painted 
in bold black letters this legend: 

“To the Russian mission: President 
Wilson and Envoy Root are deceiving 
Russia. They say, ‘We are a democ- 
racy. Help us win a world war so that 
democracies may survive.” We, the 
women of America, tell you that Amer- 
ica is not a democracy. Twenty million 
American women are denied the right to 
vote. President Wilson is the chief oppo- 
nent of their national enfranchisement. 
Tell our governm&nt it must liberate its 
pepple ‘before it can claim free Russia 
as an ally." 

The bearers were Miss Lucy Burns 
of New York and Mrs. Lawrence Lewis 
of Philadelphia.

“He said that bona fide Wooden ship- 
builders who can show their facilities 
and demonstrate that they can get ma- 
terials will get and are getting con- 
tracts for wooden ships. He added 
that it would be folly for the govern- 
ment to let contracts to bidders who 
have no source of materials and no as- 
surances to show that they can pro- 
cure them. Such a policy, in his opin- 
ion, would be worse than useless in 
this great transportation emergency.” 


Goethals to Visit Wilson. 
Gen. Goethals expected to,confer with 
President Wilson on Friday, and in that 
conference it is expected the differences 
between himself and Chairman Denman 
over shipping construction will be ironed 
out. As a matter of fact, there is a lull 
in the controversy now indicating Yhat 
the question already has been sett! 
The president is said to favor building 
both wooden and steel ships as rapidly 
and as numerously as possible.

May Use German Scheme.

This is a tragic, a fatal errer, and day by day 
the truth is shouted from some terrible fact. Yes- 
terday the British government announced that last 
week’s submarine record would reach the highest 
level of the worst period passed. In plain words 
this means the submarine crisis is still on, and the 
addition of the American. navy to the resources of 
the allies has not yet turned the scale or even 
checked the onslaught of the enemy. 

Meanwhile we have learned that France is at 
the limit of her exertions, and Great Britain 
declares she can do no more. The Russian colossus 
whose tremendous thrusts saved the allies again 
and again is now a nullity so far as the cause we 
fight for is concerned, and. may become worse. 
East, west, south, the great drives foretold have 
ended, and German armies stand fast.

Anthony Trollope seeme so far away 
and his novels so terribly éarly Victo- 
rian and old fashioned that it comes dis 


tinctively a surptise fo learn that hist 


widow has just passed away in England, 
at Stroud, at the age of near a hutidred. 
The Trollopes are a Dowpshire family of 
great antiquity and can boast of a étrain 
of royal blood, Sir John Trollope having 
obtained a considerable amount of landed 
property through his marriagé with Eliz- 
abeth Plantagenet, a natural daughter 
of Edward IV. 

William Trollope purchased in 1561 the 
Manor of CasewicR, near Stamford, in 
Lincolnshire, which is still the principal 
#éat of the head of the family, Sir wil- 
Ham Henry Trollope, whose haronetcy 
dates from 1642. He succeeded thereté 
on the death ih 1915 At thé front in 
France of his cousin, Lord Kesteven, 
with whose demise the baroney of Kes. 
teven became extinct. The pecrage was 
quite a modern one, having been created 
near fifty véars age in récégriftion of the 
political services of the seventh baronet, 
Sir John Troilope. . 

Anthony Trollopé, the novelist, waed to 
insist Upon af ancient and romantic ori- 
@in of his family, déelaring that hié an- 
eestor, when hunting With King William 
Rufus in the New forest one day, killed 
three wolves and was promptly dubbed 
by thé monarch with thé nickname of 
“Trois Loups” (Three Wolves), which 
Was corrupted into Trollope. Anthony 
Trotiope first gave utterance to this fam- 
ily legend as a boy at Harrow, where no 
end of fun was made thereof by hig 
schoolmates. 

Aftithony Trollope was a great-grand- 
son of the fourth baronet of his line, and 
all the early part of hile life was embit- 
tered by illness and by straitened cir 
cumstances. In view of the wealth of

Chicago, June 20.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]}—Your editorial this morning 
on “The Ambulance Service " demands 
ah immediate reply in justice to those 
who have already entered it and those 
who tpay @o so in the future. * 

The writer of the editorial has evi- 

dently not read “ Friends of France,” 
** Ambulance No. 10,"" nor seen the mov- 
ing pictures taken by the French gov- 
ernment, nor has he discriminated be- 
tween driving an ambulance from a rail- 
road station in Paris to a hospital and 
driving one from the front under shell 
fire to a dressing station, also under 
_shell fire. 
Does he know that séveral Amer- 
-feans have been killed in such segvice? 
That the French have recegnited the 
bravery of the men in this service by 
citing their actions eighty-six times in 
dispatches and in awarding three’ Me- 
dailies Militaires? 

The American ambulance field serv- 
ice originated among volunteérs at the 
time of the battle of the Marne and its 
services have been invaluable. It has 
transported over 600,400 wounded men 
and has saved the lives of over 300,000. 

There are 1,000 ambulances and over 
2,000 Americans, representing over 100 
American universities and colleges, in 
Franeé at the preéent moment. 
ambulances have beén given by the 
Amertiéan people and the services of the 
drivers are voluntary and unpaid. 

The French military authofities with- 
in the current month have ‘requested 
the American ambulance fleld service to 
discontinué sendiag Aafiy mére ambu- 
lances fot the present, aw théere are 
enough ambulances to méet the needs 
of the near future. 

They have, however, requested this 
organization to assist in taking charge 
of their motor transport service. 

The men whe enter this service will 
remain part of the Amefiéan field serv- 
ice, which méfréely lends ita personnel 
for this purpoge. From forty to forty- 
five men wilt be In charge of eighteen 
trucks. 

Training camps for Americans havé 
been established at several points with- 
in the army sone, from which, after a 
period of Intensive training, they will 
be sent out to their new duties. In

‘SET BY GEMMIL 


Chief Justice Mildly Re- 


proves Judge, but Will 
Run Down Charges.

Municipal Judge Gemmil!’ s branding 


of Chief Batiiff Anton J. Cermak’s of- 
fice as a “hotbed of graft’ moved fn 
swifter and higher circles yesterday 
when Chief Justice Harry Olson, in a 
letter to Jidige Gemmill, k occasion 
to mildly chasten him for the various 


moods he has employed in sustaining his 


accusations. 

The chief justice, replying to Judge 
Gemmill’s letter, advises him that it is 
inappropriate to suggest that the com- 
mittee he proposes for the hearing of 
charges against Cermak will be “high 
minded” as against the already existing 
committee of his colleagues. 

Excerpts from Letter. 

“At a meeting of the judges,” says 
Justice Olson, “ you stated there was 
grafting in the office of Anton J. Cer- 
mak; that Isadc Doff was the collector 
for such graft. . .. Judges Rafferty 
and Doyle called your attention to your 
sworn duty to present proof which you 
had of wrongdoing. ... You failed 
to present proof. . . . There was a de- 
mand Mr, Cermak be sent for. ... . 


’ whereupon you practically withdrew the 


charges you made.”’ 

After calling Judge Gemmill’s atten- 
tion to his action in withdrawing the 
charges, but with a willingness to pro- 
ceed with them before a committee of 
his own‘ choosing, Justice Olson mildly 


but firmly decrees as follows: 


“The bailiffe’ committee will continue 
fte inquiries into your abandoned 
charges and any new matter that may 
be brought before them.” 

Judge Gemmill in his letter earlier in 
the day declared that he would prove 
his assertions or resign his seat on the 
bench. . ~ 


Judge Gemmill’s Letter. 

In a letter.to Judge Olson stating that 
hé would either prove his charges or re- 
sign Judge Gemmill said: 

‘I notice that you are quoted in saying 
that if I had any evidence of corruption 
in the bailiff’s office I would appear be- 
fore the committee. I have repeatedly 
stated why I would not appear before a 
committee the majority of whose mem- 
bers have received substantial favors 
from the men they are supposed to in- 
vestigate. — 

“I now make this proposition: If you 
will appoint a @mmittee made up in 


‘whole or in part of the following high 


minded judges—Hosea W. Wells, Wells 
M. Cook, Sheridan B. Fry, John R. Cav-
